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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
has considered the Applicant's arguments in the reply filed 10/12/04, and agrees with 
the Applicant.

2. None of the cited references alone or in combination teach the claimed 
combination of "an air suction source for agitating the symboled balls; a plurality of 
compartments positioned about a circumference of said container, each said 
compartment positioned about a circumference of said container, each said 
compartment for capturing one or more of said symboled balls in a random fashion".
